Lightening Speed—A Timely Tempo

action to Russian dancers on tour. To make Russian brains react 
in the same lightening way, scientists at the Moscow Institute of 
Nutrition are hard at work. Through diet, they hope to sf>eed up 
man's intellectual activity. Their research is pointing toward a 
diet high in carbohydrate as a means. 


In a study of Soviet nutrition. Dr. Josef Brozek of Lehish 


University has reported that Russian scientists tested diets dif- 
fering in their ratao of carbohydrate to fat. One was 65 percent 
carbohydrate. 15 percent fat. The second was 20 percent carbo- 
hydrate, 60 percent fat. Interpreting responses as indicators of 
brain activity, the Soviets compared responses of their animal 
subjects with controls. They found that diets his;h in carbohy- 
drate heightened brain activity. In contrast, diets high in fat 
•lowed down brain activity. 


Western science has not yet tried to manipulate diets to con- 


trol intellectual response. In our pattern, we have sacrificed car- 
bohydrate, indulged in more foods rich in fat. But many Amer- 
ican nutritionists are urging a change in our way of eating in the 
interest of heart disease control. They recommend: 


That Americans turn first to selected sources of carbohydrate 
rather than to foods high in fat after protein needs are met. 
belected carbohydrate comes from enriched or whole grain 
bread and other cereal foods, skim milk, fruits and vegetables. 


_ Another reason will be added for this recommendation if Rus- 
mari research on the effect of diet on the intellect is confirmed by 
•tudies on humans.

Peace Corps' Chief Here 


Wed., March 28, 1962 
The Post—3 


By LIN DAY 


WOODSIDE—California is leadirjg the nation in providing 


volunteers for the Peace Corps, its executive secretary told 
The Post Friday. Of 919 volunteers, 112 are irom this state. 


And the Peace Corps is getting "terrific" response from 


host companies, Bradley H. Patterson said. There are now 
693 Peace Corpsmen abroad; the 12 host countries where they 
are now operating have asked for 2000 more; and an addi- 
tional 2000 are sought by 20 other countries where they have 
not yet gone. 


Presently, the Bay Area contribution adds up to seven 


from San Francisco state, five from San Jose State, four from 
Stanford 
and 
12 from the 
University of California 
at 


Berkeley, Patterson said. 


Here visiting his family in Woodside, Patterson has been 


speaking at the various colleges in the state. 


But he emphasized that not onjy college students are in 


demand. High school graduates, mechanics, and people in 
all lines of work are sought to meet the needs of other 
countries, he said. And as for age, there arc 12 in the 
Peace Corps over 50 and five over 60 years old. 


Most of its members, however, are teachers, or in 


training to be teachers. Patterson noted thrst very recently, 
the Peace Corps has won endorsement from the American 
Association of School Administrators and from the American 
Association of Colleges for Teacher Education. 


Credits 


It is very possible that teacher credits may later be 


given for Peace Corps service. 


Meanwhile, he said, other government agencies are show- 


ing great interest in the Peace Corps volunteers and there is 
considerable promise of good jobs and careers ahead for them. 


"Where else," asked Patterson, "have students such 


opportunity to go abroad and to get a running start in their 
careers without financial sacrifices?" 


The present setup for those in the Peace Corps, he ex- 


plained, is this: 


After choosing to fulfill a Peace Corps program place- 


ment, the volunteer is given 12-weeks training in a selected 
university. He is then sent abroad to his post. 


There he receives clothing and housing allowance, and an 


allowance for food which is carefully calculated to give (he 
same standard of living as others in the community involved 
have. These are paid in local currency. 


"We do not go native and live In mud huts, neither do 


we live in the embassy," Patterson explained. "Instead,, 
the Peace Corps volunteers live In a modest house or 
small apartment, cook native foods — mostly the same 
as here — and live as part of the community." 


Peace Corps volunteers get no spending money, other 


than a small allowance for ordinary living. They get no 
salary, except for a monthly allowance of $75 a month which 
they will not receive until successful completion of the two- 
year term of service. This provides "an $1800 nest egg when 
they get back." 


They are, he added, an "elite" group, in terms of per- 


sonal qualities, stability and adaptability. Of these sent abroad, 
only four have had to be recalled. The rest have scored 
modest to great success. There have been four marriages, 
one of a Peace Corpsman to a schoolteacher, the other three 
between Peace Corps couples. 


Get Around 


The Peace Corps volunteers have shown a natural Ameri- 


can tendency to "get around." visiting various parts of the 
country where they are working on weekends. They often get 
together in groups for such sojourns. 


They go swimming, albeit under some difficulties at 


times, such as that reported by a volunteer in Malaya, who 
found a beautiful beach that "if it were in Miami would be 
worth a million doll;irs a mile." But he couldn't swim in the 
water—too many 'sea serpents.' 


"The analogy to make with the Peace Corps." said Pat- 


terson, "is that it is the frontier, like ours was 150 years ago. 
Many of these countries arc in a frontier stage. 


"The result is. that we nee-.! j:icks-cif-all-trades. people 


adaptable to all situations. 


"A girl in Nigeria." he said. "v.ho had never boon in a 


library' was asked to take one over at a secondary school. 


"She found lizards nested in Uie queen's picture frame. 


And there was a nest of mice in the wastebasket. But she 
will make that library over! 


"One fellow has started a science fair; another is 


coaching a tennis team on the side. 


Ten Years Ahead 


"Ernie Phillips was sent to Malaya as a surveyor. He 


was told to survey a road, badly :necded, through a virgin 
jungle. One day the government there put five new bulldozers 
at his disposal and asked him to oversee building it. Ernie 
said it would be ten years here before he got such a chance. 
But you see, they just don't have the skilled people there. 


"In Ghana." he continued. "Peter Dybwad. 22, of Con- 


necticut, went to teach in a Ghanian school. Shortly after, 
the headmaster came here on a Fulbright award. The cus- 
tom there is for the most educated member of the faculty to 
be headmaster. They chose Peter." 


In Colombia, Patterson related, a do-it-yourself (an 


worked oat a new method of weaving bamboo into mats 
which he used for forms to pour cement (available at a 
local cement plant.) He was able to make cnrv»d walls, 
great for buildings badly needed. 


There is a big need for mechanics and there have been 


requests for everything from carpentc; to beekeeper. 


The Peace Corps has been co-operating with such other 


programs as tne Alliance for Progress. "They have the 
money, we have the people." he said. 


New American 


And basically, every day, the volunteers are showing 


other nations a "new American," nothing like the carica- 
ture provided by those uho have gone abroad with con- 
siderable money and even more criticism. 


"The volunteers demonstrate by action and by word 


what we are really like." Patterson said. 


"And we are going into those countries which are on 


the move, devoting our own resources toward social and 
economic development, adding our own momentum, just as 


.he Alliance is." 


"We are building a model farm in the West Indies;
